Following lunch the meeting was called to order by Chairman Mendenhall, who 
welcomed the the board members, the city and county officials, and Mr, Bailey, who 
had Dean employed to advise with the library officisle about sniteble housing 
for the Rezional Library. 

‘r, Bailey gave a raport on the sites, he, ‘fs, Neighbors mnd Mise laret 
visited as possible locations for a library building. He pointed out that the 
present location of the library is excellent and that the library should remain 
in or naar this spot if at all possible, His sugsestion was that the property 
across College Avenus from the library, which van Says occupied by theseorgia 
Power Company, would be an excellent loreation for the library and that a suit- 
abla building could be erected on it. Steps should be taken to acquire this 
pronerty if possible. Discussing some of the places visited, he noted that tne 
Henry Grady House on Prince Avenue had potentialities for a library, but thet 
& great deal of work would have to be done to put this building in order, 

Mayor Sishop told of the interest which the city has in purchasing the 
Henry Grady House and property and that the library might be considered when it 
came to the use of the house. He noted that several plans have bem investigated 
but sa yet oc definite éffer has tean made to the owner. The bozrd concurred 
that if thie house became available, tho library might wet] use it for a branch, 
provéded the necessary repairs are cade and financial assistance is provided.

April 26,1066 


The Athens-Clarke County Library Board met at the Rezional Library on 
Tuesday afternoon, April 26, 1966 at 5 p.m. 

Present were: Mra, F.H,Mendenheall, Mre. J.B.Neighbore, Marvin Perry, Richard 
Bloodworth Jr., Thoms H.Milner, Jr., Troutmen Wilson and Sarah Maret. 

Chairman Mendenhall called the meeting to order. It was moved that the reading 
of the minutes of the last neeting be dispensed with. Motion was seconded and 
earried, 

The question of closing the Donb ar Branch Library due to the lack of interest 
on the part of the patrons for whom this library wassorganized was disfussed at 
length. It was pointed out that the cost per book circulated was vary high 
and that the library mizgh seek a mew location which would attract 4a larger 
portion of Athens population, I4 was bwought out that the possibility of thea 
library's gattine the “enry Grady House soon was doubtfyl. 

It wis moved by Mr. Wilson and seconded by Mr. Milner that a com ittee be 
appointed to seek some solutié¢n to the Dunbar problem as well as to locate a suit- 
able place for storage of library mterial, The Ghairmin appointed a committee 
composed of Mr, Wilson, Chairman, Mra. Seizhbors and Mr. Wier to work on this, 

Mrs, Meizhbore, Chairman of the Gurden Committee,reported tnt on April 28 
the Junior Ladies “arden Club planned to vlant soyza grass in the library sarden, 

Mies Maret reoorted that wehn the Presbyterina Church Educationsl building 
was painted the garden furniture was spotted with paint, but that the contracbors 
had hefinished the furniture and thet it was very fresh now, She also ren rted that 
several pieces of shrubbery had teen renlaced and that other plants had been 
moved, thus helping the appearance of the front of the building as well as the 
garden, 

Hr, Wilson resorted that he had investigated the cost of adding blinds. to 


the library building, but that it acemed impractical to do thks as they were 


not @lwayse aatisfactory. 
It was sugzested that Mr, Wilson taki with Mr. Paul Hodgson, head 
of Urban Renews], about a suitable place for the library to construct 
a building in the Urban Renewal area, 
Aa Watkinsville has a new location for its library, the group 
agreed that it would be good te hold the next Rezional Idbrary Board meetin: 
there.

September 29,1966 


The Athens Regional Librery Bosrd met at the Watkinsville 
Library in Oconee County on Thursday afternoon, September 29, 1966 
at 5 p.iMs 

After a social hour, the meeting wes called to order by the 
Chairman, Mrs, FP. H. Mendenhall, 

Those sresent were asked te introduce themselves. These were: 
Athens-Clarke County, Mrs. Mendenhell, Mr. T. H. Milner, Jr., 

Mrs. Frenk Dudley, Marvin ferry, Miss Netalie Boceck, Miss Sarah 
Maret and Miss Ann Buxton: Oconee County, Mrs, a. H. Downs, 

Mr. Henry Ashford, Mr. Herman Michael, Mrs. Holend Harris, 

Mrs. Major Bice, Mrs. A. #. Saxon, Mrs. Grady Oaks, and 

Mrs, Albert Elder: Madison County, Mrs. Hiram Whitehesd: 
O¢lethorpe County, Mrs, W. G. Callaway and Hamilton MeWnhorter. 

Minutes of the last two meeting were approved as read. 

Discussion was held on the availabllity of the Henry Grady 
House in Athens as @ branch library, It was resorted that no 
offer has been made for the use of thie sroaperty. 

The proposed constitution for the region was read by the 
chairman of the constitution comittes, Mr. Perry. This constitution 
was the same as the existing constitution with some minor changes 
in terms. It was the opinion of the board that a vote: on the 
constitution should be withheld until the next meeting and that a 
cony should be made for each member of the board and mailed to them. 

aenorts were heard from the counties represented: Mrs, Downs, 
chairman of the Oconee County Board, told of the move of the 


Watkinsville Library to the quarters in whieh the meeting was being 


held. She expressed thanks to the chsirmen of the Uconnee County 
Commissioners, Mr, Michael, for oroviding the new attractive 
quarters, She renorted thet a very successful reading club had 
been held in Watkinsville with 143 reading club certificates 

being issued. They would be fiven to the children during October. 
She also reported that the Bogart Library conducted a reading ciub 
and that 30 children completed the required reading. 

Mrs, Callaway gave the report for Oglethorpe County. she 
said that the need for more sesace for the library in Lexington 
had been met by the library's move across the street. from the 
Court House and occupying & store building. Attractive quarters 
for the librery was the result. The building hed been rented 
for one year, but she felt that the librery would stay there 
for aA lone time. Mr, MeWhorter resorted that the board had 
decided not. to apply for federal funds for a building, but 
that they honed to secure sufficient local funds to Build a 
library building at some future date, It was also reported thet 
Lexington had #2 children complete the required reading for a 
certificate. 

Mrs, Hiram Whitehead, representing Madison County, said that 
their librery was in dire need of more space and that they hoped 
to work out something to secure this soace. Fifty-six cnildren 
completed the required resding and will receive certificestes 
from the “anielsville Library. 

Miss Buxton, bookmobile librarian, gave a report of the 
services of the bookmobile, She seid that the bookmobile served 
23 schools in the four-county area and that most of them had been 


visited tnis sehool year.  sne noted that some decline in 


circulation of books at the schools had resulted from the schools 
naving funds with wnich to purchase books of their own and that 
ecireulstion of these books does not show in the bookmobile 
circulation. However, she said she felt that a greater use of 
books was being made in the schools. One nundred and tnirty- 
seven children received certificates from the bookmobile. 

Miss “arét said that 1,298 children received certificates 
for their summer reading. THis was from all ooints of service 
of the library. She also renorted that the library was again 
on the Canadian Travel Film cireuit and that the library would 
have access to three films esch two montns. Brochures piving 
the names of the films were distributed to »voard members who 
were esked to encoursre proupe to borrow these films. Light 
thousand dcecllars hes heen received from the stete for the 
library's allotment for the year 1966-67. This is the same 
amount as wes given least year. 

A news article concerning service to the blind from the 
Library for the Blind wes fiven to a reoresentative of each 
local board and esch was asked to have the erticle snlaced in 
their local newspaper. 

It was pointed out that the bookmobile needed osintinge. 
fir. Milner moved that the bookmobile be oainted. Motion was 
seconded by Mre, Saxon. Motion carried, 

Mrs, Mendenhall exsressed anoreciation to the Oconee 
County Library Sourd for allowing the frous to teet with them, 


There was no other business, Meeting was adjourned.

The Athens-Clarke County Library Board met at the dey to 
America Motor Inn for a luncheon meeting on Thursday, November 10, 
1966 at 1:00 p.m. 

Present for the meeting were: Mrs. f. H. Mendenhall, 
Troutmen Wilson, Mrs. J. B. Neighbors, Sichard Blnadworth, 

W. Ws Wier, Uly Gunn, Marvin Perry, Miss Natalie Booock, 

Mrs. Frank Dudley, Hugh Loran, David Firor, Archie retterson, 
Paul Hodpson and Miss Serah Maret. Special fsuest for the meeting 
was Miss Lucile N4ax of the State Department of Education. 

The blessing wes given by Sichard Bloodworth. 

After lunch, Chairman Mendenhall called the meeting to. 
erder and introduced those present. She then presented Miss Wix 
bo the group. 

Miss Nix pave a detailed resort on the Yedersal Library 
Services and Construction Act which fives money to public libraries 
and which her office sdministers. She resorted that. furnis were 
available from stete and federal funds for construction of new 
buildings or for additions to existing buildings on a dollar for 
dollar basis. These funds have a orlority pattern with regional 
librery neadaquarters at the ten of the list, followed by county 
headquarters ina single county system, then county buildings 
participating in a regional library and last for branch library 
buildings participating in a regionel library system, Eefore 
soplying for funds certein oreliminary stens must be taken 
before any library may qualify Tor these monies, A linprary 


aornsultant, approved by the State Depertment of Education, must 


be employed to plan a definite srofram and write it up to make food 
use of space, An architect must be secured to execute a bullding 
following these olans, The responsible body ust have a cléar 
title for a strategic and suitable site for the plarmed building, 

Miss Nix said $365,515.66 had been raised locally to match 
714,375 federal money during the first year of the program's 
operation, +he total spent during the first year for library 
constructton in Georgia was #1,579,890.66. 

During the second year, $755,363.00 Was raised from local 
funds; #680,700.00 from federal funds; snd $193,475.00 was 
secured from Appalachia funds making the total ssent during the 
second year #1,529,536.00. Among the libraries benefitting from 
these funds were: Llelton, Tri-County Library (tome), Camilla, 
Marietta, Jonesboro, Tifton, 3avanneh, Albany, Wayeross, Pelham, 
Vidalia, Calhoun, Canton, Forsyth, Valdosta, Hinesville, Wrights- 
ville and Carrolton. 

Miss Nix revorted that she had visited the main library 
during the morning and that she was in szreement with the recent 
grand jury report on the need for s more adecuate facility in 
Athens, Needs for shelving scace, seating space, study cerols 
and an suditorium were sointed out. 

She reported that locally the money needed might be raised 
by a bond issue or fifte from interested versons, organizations 
or bDusinesées. 

During the current year Georgia may eet between $290,000 
and $850,000 federal funds and she said that this could make the 
Maximum grants to libraries for the year 1966-67 raised from 


$125,000 to $150,000 or $200,000, 


Pictures of recent librerias constructed in Georgia were passed 
pround the group. 

Miss Nix said that the Henry Grady nome is frankly not 
proper headquarters for the librery. It would be food if the 
library could stay in the center of town. Sne pointed out 
that the lot formfbzy occupied by the Georgia “ower Co. would 
be an excellent location sroevided enough parking space could 
be found. Here a building could be bullt which would allow for 
adequate supervision of the library's central area. Tnis con- 
serves on staff requirements. ‘Also, it is food to concentrate 
new buildings in the doewrn-town area since cities sre attemsting 
to draw neonle to this area and revitalize. it. 

Following Miss WNix's speech, the meeting was opened Ter 
general discussion, 

Mr, Patterson, chairman ‘of the ¢rand jury committee, sald 
the report as oresented by his committee recopnized the need 
for the library and thet they had wished "to stir up the peosle" 
to also sec this need. 

When asked about the old post office building, Hr. Hodgson 
reported that the General Services Administration omnps tnis 
property and that it is @ermarked for carking. “hen asked 
if the Georgia Powerit were available, he said that it was 
and that senled bids would be received in 60 days from lest 
Friday, (November 4, 1966) on the oronerty.

He said that regulations call for only 40% of the lot to be used 
for a building. 

Mr, Logan, Chairman of the Clarke County Commissioners, 
said that he mid net intend to make the headlines he had meade 
recently and that he meant no offense to the Board about not 
askine for money for the library. He said that tne library 
is near the top of the list in the plan of improvement for the 
county which includes vlans for a bond election. He said that 
the county wanted only one bend election and tnat it should 
come within three to six months, 

Mr, Wilson asked if money would be available for furnish- 
ings for the library. Miss Nix said it would be if it were a art 
of tne building, such as snelving. 

When esked how much mignt be available in rederal funds for 
Athens, Miss Nix seid that she was attending a meeting very soon 
in Washington and at that time she would be able to give the 
maximum amount aveilable. It could be as much as wl75,000. When 
geked about floor space, sne said that a study would have to be 
made of tne needs of the library and tnat if these needs could 
not be met all At one time, they might be worked out in different 
bhases of ‘construction, with top priority being fliven to those 
things most needed. No amount of money Should be set until the 
ororram is written for tne library by a ilbrary consultant. 
However, she felt that 19,000 to 20,000 snusre feet would be 
needed for the facility. 

Mr, Wilson moved that a library consultant be employed 


immediately and that the offirners be allowed to make financial 


arrangements with this person in order to move ahead with this 
program, Motion was seconded by Mr. Wier, Motion carried, 

Mis Nix supfested that the bersen e@moloyed study the needs 
ef the community, consult with the Chamber of Commerce about 
future growth @nd sugpest at least three suitable locations 
for the library. She also suggested thst some of the board 
try to visit new libraries in nearby places so they might see 
wheat is being cone, 

The chairman expressed appreciation to Miss Nix and to the 
otners who attended the meeting and seid that she felt thet this
